“They meant,” he replied; “that if 
they did not sell their cream to ‘ Swift’ 
they could not sell their butter and 
eggs and other produce to him. I was 
not equipped to take their other prod- 
ucts.”

New Letters Today. 

Samuel W. Tator, examiner for the 
federal trade commission, was on the 
bench at the hearing in the absence of 
Joseph E. Davies, who was compelled 
to leave the city on account of other 
business.

FIX COAL PRICE 
NOW; HALT NEW 
SHORTAGE:REED 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Respon-, 
sibility for the coal shortage was placed 
squarely on the fuel administration by 
Senator Reed of Missouri today in a 
“statement of his individual conclu- 
sions.” submitted to the senate sub- 
committee on manufactures as a basis 
for a report on its recent investigation 
of the fuel situation. 

The chaos now existing in the coal 
business,” the statement said, “ must 
give place to stability, or we will in 
the near future be confronted by a coal 
shortage of the most disastrous char- 
acter.” 

For this reason, Senator Reed said, 
there should be an immediate an- 
nouncement of prices and contracts 
which will be allowed to replace pres- 
ent coal contracts, practically all of 
which terminate April 1. 

The statement also advocated the 
announcement of a fixed time in which 
the business world may safely adjust 
itself to the new contracts, and added:

An move was made —4 
the labor unions in the wage contro 
versy before Arbitrator Alschuler yes- 
terday, when letters from the files of 
Wilson & Co. were introduced. The 
letters were borrowed from Francis J. 
Heney by Frank P. Walsh, attorney 
for the unions. 

A verbal duel, in which personalities 
played.a big part, occurred between 
James G. Condon of counsel for the 
packers, and Walsh. It became so heat- 
ed that Judge Alschuler had to request 
them to desist. 

The letters disclosed labor intrigues, 
lobbying in state capitals against laws 
affecting labor conditions, a campaign 
to increase Negro help in packing 
plants, and an attempt to influence the 
action of a state arbitration agent 
through a present to his wife. 


Denies Using Lobby. 


The letters (some of them published 
on this page in connection with the 
Heney hearing] were introduced by 
Walsh during his cross-examination of 
John EB. O’Hern, general superintend- 
ent for Armour & Co., and followed 
O'Hern's denial of having any knowl- 
edge of the packers’ use of lobbyists. 

Mr. O’Hern admitted that the move- 
ment of government orders and food- 
stuffs for thé allies would not be re- 
tamed in any way if the packing 
plants adopted the eight hour basis 
day; that the only sufferers would be 
the packers, who would have to pay 
the men for overtime. 

During the. morning Walsh ques- 
tioned O’Hern as to the salaries re- 
ceived by executives and heads of de- 
partments of Armour & Co. 

Among other things, Walsh asked 
O’Hern if he knew the following 
were the annual salaries of the men 
named: F. E. White, vice president, 
$40,000; E. A. Valentine, manager of 
soap department, $20,000; Arthur Meek- 
er, vice president, $20,000; R. C. Howe, 
manager of Omaha plant, $15,000; E. 
Wilson, manager of branch houses, 
$17,000; F. W. Croll, treasurer, $16,000. 
O’Hern answered no in each case. 

Walsh asked O’Hern if he would pro- 
duce the pay roll of Armour & Co. at 2 
o’clock. O’Hern said he would try to, 
but when 2 o’clock came Attorney 
Meyer informed Walsh that the pay 
roll was deemed purely a private mat- 
ter, with no bearing on the issues in- 
volved, and that it would not be fur- 
nished.

HENEY SEES U. S. 
IN SAME PERIL 
AS RUSSIA FACES 


“If we don’t do away with special 
privilege soon and readjust our eco- 
nomic system on a more equitable 
basis as regards labor, we shall be 
having some of the troubles that are 
now rending Russia,” said Francis J. 
Heney yesterday, speaking at a lunch- 
eon of the Iroquois club at the Hotel 
La Salle. 

“While we fight for democracy 
abroad we must make certain that we 
maintain it at home. In the future 
labor is going to demand a far greater 
proportion of the return of its efforts 
than at has in the past. In time of 
war we must watch out for the prof- 
iteer—and stop him. The great In- 
equality of wealth that exists in this 
country today can all practically be 
traced to what was done in the civil 
war in the giving of grants to rail- 
roads. It constitutes the basis for 

practically every monopoly of the ma- 
terial things of today.”

Based on Living Cost? . 

O’Hern told Walsh that neither he 
nor the company claimed the right 
to arbitrarily fix the wages of the em- 
ployés, but be d admitted that the 
amounts of the increases granted since 
1916 were fixed without consulting the 
employés or making a study of what 
constituted a “living wage.” Mr. 
O’Hern qualified the admission by say- 
ing that it was realized that the cost 
of living had increased and that the 
wage increases were granted on that 
basis. 


Walsh read extracts on the packing 
industry embodied in the report of the 
president’s mediation commission, 
dated Jan. 9, 1918. He asked O’Hern 
‘if he agreed with this passage: 

“ Nevertheless the claim was made, 
and validly made, that the wage scales, 
particularly for the great body of un- 
skilled workers, were inadequate in 
view of the increased cost of living.” 

O’Hern said it would depend on the 
point of view; that the scale of wages 
paid in the packing industry was well 
in line with those paid to common labor 
in other industries. 

Letters Cause Clash. | 

The argument between Condon and 
Walsh occurred when Walsh refused 
to answer a question put by Attorney 
Meyer as to where he procured the let- 
ters. Walsh had previously stated 
that they were taken from the files of 
Wilson & Co. and that they had been 
introduced in evidence by Mr. Heney. 
Condon broke in with a question as 
to whether Mr. Heney had introduced 
them at the other hearing. Walsh ig- 
nored him and said to O Hern: 

“I will now read you a letter dated

VENTILATING HEATED 


ROOMS. 

R. PETER BRYCE of Ottawa, 
Canada, who has solved the prob- 
lem of humidifying a house heated 
by hot water, at least so far as 

his own home is concerned, has sent me 
several methods of ventilating rooms 
heated by stoves. The methods are 
especially adapted to country schools, 
railway stations, lumber camps, and 
stores located in cold climates. Some 
of the stove heated barracks could ad- 
vantageously use some of the methods. 

Method No. 1 [being the method ap- 
proved most by Dr. Bryce]: The room is 
heated by an ordinary stove placed 
toward one side of the room. In order 
to get humidity a pan filled with water 
is kept on the stove. The stove pipe 
comes out of the side of the stove and 
ascends vertically to a level about two 
feet below the ceiling. It then turns 
and runs to and through the wall. A 
drum about 4 feet long and 20 inches 
in diameter surrounds a portion of the 
vertical part of the stove pipe. 

In the portion of the drum outside the 
stove pipe is a spiral diaphragm. Cold 
air is taken in through a ( inch pipe 
laid under the floor. At a point di- 
rectly beneath the drum this pipe 
turns and ascends vertically to the drum. 
The cold air circulates around the drum, 
is warmed and disch d into the room. 
A 3 inch pipe starts a few inches above 
the floor near the room wall back of 
the stove, ascends to about the level of 
the top of the stove, then angles over 
and discharges into the stovepipe. The 
draft in this pipe exhausts foul air 
from the room. The muffler around the 
stove pipe warms the cold incoming air. 
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Method No. 2: A sheet metal jacket 
covers the stove so as to permit of 
several inches of air space on all sides 
and beneath. A 4 inch fresh air pipe 
runs under the floor and discharges in 
the jacket below the stove. The fresh 
air, after being warmed, emerges into 
the room. A pan of hot water is set on 
the cover in the region through which 
the warm air emerges. A muffler sur- 
rounds the stove pipe near and at the 
section which passes through the wall 
of the room. The foul air is drawn by 
the heat from the stove pipe into this 


mumer, and is then discharged to the 


outside. In some cases it is advisable 
to run foul air pipes from different parts 
of the room to the exit around the stove 
pipe. . 


— 

Method No. 8: It is less efficient than 
the more complicated methods. A water 
pan is placed on the top of the stove. 
A frame covered by cheese cloth, gauze, 
or cotton is set into the top of the win- 


dow, the upper part having been lowered 
for the purpose, A six inch board raises 
the lower sash. The fresh air énters 
between the two sashes and through the 
cracks. The foul air leaves the room 
through the cloth placed above the upper 
sash, 

To ventilate a steam or hot water 
heated room in a very cold climate Dr. 
Bryce proceeds as follows: 

The radiator is jacketed. He prefers 
a jacket that forces the fresh,air up 
between a coll and the jacket wall, then 
down between the other side of the 
jacket, then up by the side of the sec- 
ond coll. A pan of water is on the 
coll. An inlet duct as long as the win- 
dow is broad is inserted in a window 
located behind the radiator. This intake 
bends downward so as to discharge the 
cold air behind the radiator low down. 
The foul air is drawn out by a small 
fan located near the ceiling. The fan 
discharges the air through an outlet 
duct. | |

Kingdom. The name of Drogheda is fa- 
miliar to racing men in all parts of the 
world as the title of the founder of 
the great Punchestown races, which are 
to Ireland what the Derby and the Oaks 
are to England. 

Lady Drogheda’s enthusiasm on the 
subject of aviation and her interest in 
all its developments caused her some 
time ago to organize in England an ex- 
hibition of aircraft which has aroused a 
good deal of attention and which she is 
now bringing to America. 

She received her first lessons in avia- 
tion from Grahame-White and has made 
a number of flights across the sea from 
England to France and from Ireland to 
England. 


dne yeare age Le Drogheda came 


into the public eye as being the first 


London hostess to have several of the 
rooms of her town house in Wilton cres- 
cent decorated according to cubist ideas. 
In the dining room the celling was jet 
black, as was also the floor, while the 
walls were paneled in black velvet. The 
molded cornice had an old gold effect 
and the frieze was painted in cubist style, 
vivid reds, dark greens, and other tints 
being employed for the symbolical de- 
signa. 

There were vertical panels bearing a 
chevron pattern in vermilion, inserted 
in the walls, and also vertical panels of 
beveled and silvered plate glass. The 
latter, ten or twelve in all, were only 
about three inches across, and an ebony 
chimney glass, in geometrical patterns, 
completed the more noticeable features of 
the room.

Lady Drogheda was a Miss Kathleen 
Pelham Burn of Prestonfields, near Edin- 
burgh, and makes her principal home at 
her husband's beautiful country seat in 
Ireland, known as Moore abbey, in 
County Kildare. Lord and Lady Dro- 
gheda leased Moore abbey for a time 
to Lerd Decies and to hie American 
wife, the daughter of George J. Gould. 
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It has long enjoyed the reputation of 
being one of thé gayest country seats in 
Ireland owing to its proximity to the 
great military camp of Curragh, which 
stands in the same relation to the army 
in Ireland that Aldershot does to the 
army in England. It is a grand old 
place and has always been renowned for 
its hospitality. 

It belonged to the Moores ever since 
the reign of Queen Elisabeth, who pre- 
sented a grant of the ancient and im- 
portant abbey of Mellefont, now Moore 
abbey, to Sir Garrett Moore of Moore 
place, in Kent, for his military services 
in the emerald isle. In fact, the first of 
the Moore owners of Moore abbey to be 
raised to the peerage—it was by James I. 
—was styled Lord Moore of Mellefont. 

While the hospitality of Moore abbey

dial, N has not always been warm. Thus 
the cousin of the present earl, on whose 
death without issue the marquisate of 
the family became extinct, was wont to 
handicap his hospitality by declining to 
allow anything but peat fuel to be 
durned at Moore abbey, having a dread 
of fire and being, moreover, convinced 
that the smoke and gases of coal injured 
his magnificent collection of paintings, of 
which he was inordinately proud.

Chelsea hospital, founded by Charlies

He was a son of the late 
Count Frederick Metaxa, admir&! of the 
British navy, and a nephew of aged 
head of the family, Count An Me- 
taxa, who owns estates in Kent and in 
Gorfu, the next heir to his honors and 
estates being the only boy of his only 
son, who died some years ago, as @ lleu- 
tenant of he royal navy. 

The Metaxas hail from Cephalonia, the 
largest of the Ionian islands, and when 
these islands passed into the possession 
of the Venetian republic, in the middle 
ages, the Metaxas won fame as admirals 
of Venice in the latter's wars against 
the Turks. Their title of count dates 
from the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when it was bestowed upon Gio- 
vanni Metaxa for his services at the 
siege of Naupali. 

The Metaxas played an important role 
in the war of the independence of Greece, 
in the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and Count Andrea was the first 
minister of war of the independent Greek 
government in 1830. He was also pre- 
mier of Greece during a portion of the 
reign of King Otho. 

When the Ionian islands were taken 
over by the British government, Jean 
Baptiste Metaxa, his son, the seventh 
count of his line, and head of the family, 
became an English subject, and secured 
full naturalization as an English citizen. 
He married a member of the family of 
the last Lord Rancliffe, and the present 
and eighth count is his som,

Jt will not be possible to increase 
the total amount of foodstuffs for hu- 
mans and farm antmals raised by the

That statement—backed by the opin. 
jon Of most agricultural experts—does 
not mean that it will be impossible to 
raise this year a greater quantity of 
food for the hungry nations, 

Normally about 80 per cent of an 
the stuff raised on farms is fed to 
animals. Only about 20 per cent of the 
crops goes direct to the table. One 
method of increasing the supply of food 
for human beings is to raise more 
wheat, for instance, and to cut down, 
if necessary, a corresponding amount 
n the production of corn used for stock 
feeding. 


Food which a man eats goes 
much further than if it is used to 
fatten a steer, for example, which is 
then killed for beef. To put the last 
few pounds of fat on a steer takes, 
comparatively, an enormous amount 
of feed. It adds, also, to the flavor of 
the meat. But, in the present emer- 
gency, it may, probably will, prove 
wiser to send the steer to market with 


consumption the extra food which 
= be needed to produce it. 


Labor Shortage Felt. 

The chief reason why the American 
farmer cannot increase his total food 
production this year is the shortage of 
farm labor. His problem is to use the 
available labor to produce the greatest 
amount of food for human use. 

These are the views of one of the 
most distinguished agricultural experts 
in the country.

SECOND DRAFT 
CALL TIED UP BY 
SENATE DELAY

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Congress is so slow in getting 
action on pending draft legislation that 
the second draft call which Secretary 
Baker recently told members would be 
issued late in April or early in May is 
in danger of postponement. | 
The provost” marshal general's or-

ADD 20 POUNDS 
TO PARCEL POST 
PACKAGE LIMIT 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26—As a 
means of stimulating movement of 
farm products to the consumer, Post- 
master General Burleson today in- 
creased the allowable weights of parcel 
post packages, effective March 15. 
Packages, when mailed in the first or 
second zones for delivery in the first, 
second, or third zones, may thereafter 
be as heavy as seventy pounds. They 
are now restricted to fifty.

FAIRLY SPOUT 
‘SHELLS, GUNS 


Monster Creations of 


Help Crush Kaiser. 


While the entire country has been 
clamoring for quicker action in fur 
nishing munitions for war purposes, 
Chicagoans have been quietly solving 
the problem of how to produce the 
maximum number of big guns and 
shells in the shortest possible time. 
As a result, Chicago has become an 
active center for the manufacture of 


burg’s defenses. 

The first of the newly invented ma- 
chines being made here its a lathe 
which turns and bores shells with 
extreme speed. The second is a ma 
chine for boring big guns of any size 
or length, and the third is a planer of 


first metal working machine that has 
ever been built of that combination. 
It ius the biggest machine of its kind in 
the world. 
These machines are so unusual in 
construction, and can be built with 
such speed that the methods of manu- 
facture have attracted wide attention 
among experts. 

Saves Two Years’ Delay. 


Machinery used for war purposes 
formerly was made so slowly that it 
would be impossible to supply with it 
the present demand for quick con- 
struction. An attempt to build the 
big planer of iron, according to regu- 
lation methods, would have meant a 
delay of at least two years, 

The machine for boring guns is 
eighty feet long and weighs sixty tons. 
But it can be placed in the mammoth 
planer, which has a bed 184 feet long 
and weighs more than 2,500,000 pounds. 

The inventor of the machines is 
Lucien I. Yeomans, a nephew of 
Grover Cleveland. He was formerly 
superintendent of the Link Belt com- 
pany’s plant, superintendent of motive 
power for Armour & Co., and superin- 
tendent of factories for Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. Mr. Yeomans is the only machin- 
ist the family has produced since the 
days when one of his ancestors made 
muskets for the revolutionary army. 
The new machines are being made by 
the Amalgamated Machinery corpora- 
tion, at Thirty-seventh street and 
South Racine avenue. 

Four of the big planers are being 
built and one is almost finished, al- 
though the drawings for it were not 
ready until Christmas day. Instead 
of requiring two years for the work, 


within two months from the time its 
foundations were dug. 


Tents Cover Leviathans. 


Long channels are dug on the side ot 
each of the machines and into each 
tons of concrete are poured around 
steel reénforcing rods. On this bed 
there is a sliding platen, which moves 
in iron grooves. The platen weighs 
sixty-nine tons and upon it will be 
placed the machines which are to be 
planed. All of the work is done under 
canvas. At first an old circus tent 
was used, but it broke down under 
the weight of snow and the shreds of 
canvas have been propped up over the 
Work. 

Each of the planers costs 385,000. 
As all the material upon which they 
work will be extremely heavy two trav- 
eling cranes are being put up nearby.

Don’t Mind the Hours. 
Several thousand of the shell making 
machines have been produced. Bach 
of these machines can turn and bore 
a shell in from fifteen to twenty min- 


utes and is usually run twenty-four} 


hours a day. 

One company has just placed an or- 
der for more than 100 of these ma- 
chines, a second ordered 75, and a 
third 80. : 

Two hundred have been turned out 
during the last sixty days. They make 
the American 6 and 8 inch shells and 
the British 9.2 inch shells.

These machines turn out shells that 
are meant only for high explosives. 
In the early stages of the war the 
British army depended on shrapnel 
and at first did not look favorably on 
Mr. Yeoman’s unusual ideas. Later, 
when the machines were wanted badly 
it was difficult to get them to Eng- 
land. Several thousand, however, 
have been sent to Canada, where they 
are turning out the shells which the 
allies are pouring into the German 
lines. 

The shop in which these machines 
are being made was built in eighteen 
days and great speed has marked every 
step in the work. The machines weigh 
ten tons each and are sold at $3,000. 
They are to be turned out in immense 
numbers during the next few months.

‘COPPER REFINERS: 
SAY HIGH COSTS 
MAY CLOSE THEM 


New York, Feb. 26.—Copper refining 
Companies have delfvered an ultimatum 
to copper producing companies stating 
that unless the latter pay an increased 
charge for the handling of their product 
‘the refineries will have to shut down. 
Executive committees of the various re- 
fining companies have held sessions re- 
cently and the situation is so critical 
that it was deemed best to acquaint the 
Producing companies with the real facts, 
accompanied with a demand that the re- 
fining charge be increased. It is expected 
‘that the copper mining companies will 
agree to the additional expense. 

Renning costs have increased from % 
‘to %c a pound. Last year the refining 
Output was 2,350,340,600 pounds. The 
Various mining companies have con-
